Canada has extended to European and Brit- 
ish Commonwealth countries over the last 
seven-year period, This includes aid * given 
during two and a half post-war years, in ad- 
dition to wartime assistance, The total runs 
to $5,500,000,000, distributed from Greece 
to Australia, in gifts, mutual aid and loans, 

This sum is well up toward one-half of our 
national debt of $13,000,000,000—which is of 
course made up largely by the cost of our 
own war effort on land and sea and in the 
air, at home and abroad. It is not far short 
of being one-third of the amount General 
Marshall is asking the United States to spend 
on a European restoration program over the 
next four years. 

This is a record of which Canadians have 
just cause to feel some pride, It represents 
assistance which they could have with-held, 
perhaps with advantage to themselves. It 
amounts to around $450 per head of all the 
men, women and children in the Dominion. 
It is one reason why we have to go on paying 
high taxes, and will have to do so indefinitely. 

A good deal of this money will never come 
back and is not expected to. For the rest of 
it there is no ultimate security except the in- 
dustry and honesty of the nations to whom 
the help was extended. And in the case of 
some of these there is little enough prospect 
that they will be able to repay, however hard 
they may try. 


“Hiking” Production Costs 


Canadians can brighten their future if they 
will study and apply two sentences contained 


in an appeal which the Attlee Government | 


has made to the people of Britain; 

“It is essential that there should be no 
further general increase in the level of per- 
sonal incomes without at least a correspond- 
ing increase in the volume of production. 

“Unless we are prepared to check such a 
tendency, we shall find ourselves unable to 
fulfill our export task, owing to the rise in 
costs which will be reflected on the home 
market”, 

This call for a stand-pat attitude is as 
timely in Canada as it is in Britain. Like Bri- 
tain, Canada must sell its export products in 
markets where competition will be far keener 
in future than it is at present, perhaps keener 
than it was in pre-war times. Whether we 
shall be able to meet that competition will de- 


pend on the cost of production. And the cost | 


of production is made up of the accumulated 


wages of capital and wages of labor collected | 


along the line from the source of raw mater- 
ial to the shipping door of the factory. 
What will happen—in Canada as in Britain 
if high cost of production should kill ex- 
port trade, hardly needs explaining. It is suf- 
ficiently indicated by one word—depression, 


The Oil Shortage 

It is explained that — as might be sup- 
posed — oil is scarce in the United States be- 
cause consumption has expanded faster than 
production. Which in turn is explained as 
being so because consumption has expanded 
faster than was expected. 

How fast the demand has grown is in- 
dicated in detail as follows:- 

There are 2,700,000 more motor vehicles 
operating on the highways than in 1941 

Oil heating units have increased 27 per 


cent since 1946, to a present total of 
3,000,000,
